Following through with the 
policy of protecting Sierra M ad- 
re's watershed by acquiring un¬ 
developed mountain land in the 
Little Santa Anita Canyon, the 
city council Tuesday evening 
voted to buy the North East 
quarter of Section 8, township 1 
north, range 11 west, San Ber¬ 
nardino meridian, from Mr. and 
Mrs. Lee W. Miller of Glendale, 
lor $800. This includes 160 acres 
in which there are 600 feet of 
stream bed. 

In buying the property the city 
acquires all right, title and in¬ 
terest to any and all water rights 
pertaining to the quarter section, 
which is free of ail incumbrance 
except county taxes for the fis¬ 
cal year 1941-42, but subject to 
the Mt. Wilson trail easment. 

Greatest factor influencing de¬ 
cision of the council, wu the 
need for preventing stream pollu¬ 
tion by curtailing development of 
the property directly back of 
Sierra Madre.
